Copying Drawings. 


Tilhet's method of copying drawings 


in anv desired color is thus described in 
the j'olyttrhnitches NutizMatt: Tho 
pnpcr «ii which the copy is to appear is 
first dipped in a bath consisting ot thirty 
parts ot white soap, thirty parts of alum, 
forty parts of English glue, ten parts ot 
albumen, two partBof glacial acetic acid, 
ton parts of alcohol of 00°, and 500 part* 
ol' water • It is afterward put into a sec- 
ond bath, which contains fifty parts of 
burnt umber ground in alcohol, twenty 
parts of lampblack, ten parts of English 
glue and ten paits of bichromate, oi 
fiota'sh in .100 parts of watsr. The pa- 
pers are now sensitive to light, and must 
therefore ho preserved in the dark. In 
preparing paper to make the positive 
print another bath is made just like tirs 
one except that lampblack in substitute, 
for the burnt umber. 
To obtain colorei 


positives, the black is replaced by some 
red, blue or other pigment. 


In making the copy, the drawing to 


be copied is put in a photographic print 
iuf-frame, and tho negative paper lau 
on it aud then exposed in tho nsua 
manner. 
In clear weather an illumma 


tion of two minutes will sutliee. Ai'te 
the exposure the negative is put in wate 
to develop it, and tho drawing will ap 
pear in white on a dark ground ; m othe 
words, it is a negative or reversed pic 
tnre 
The paper is then dried and 


positive made irom it by placing it o 
the glass of a printing-frame, and laying 
the positive paper upon it and exposing 
us before. 
After placing the frame m 


the sun for two minutes, the positive is 
taken out and' put in water. The black 
dissolves oil' without the necessity of 
moving it back and forth.

From Lake Superior. 


ASHLASD, Wis., Aug. 12, 1882. 


EDITORS RBPUBLICAS :—We arrived 


at Ashland last Tuesday evening, af- 
ter a very pleasant trip through the 
forests of Wisconsin. 
It was snch a 


contrast xvith the prairies of Illinois 
that the change was quite pleasant 
and agreeable. 
The AVisconsinCen 


tial Railroad passes through what 
seemed like an impenetrable forest 
to us—nothing to be seen but forest 
trees close to and surrounding all the 
towns along the road. 
\Ve found 


the usual number of towns along this 
road exhibiting a busy life through 
the means of the lumber interest 
At every turn there was from one to 
three <-aw mills, some quite large and 
extensive, and judging from the im- 
mense piles of sawed lumber and 
great quantity of logs, their capacity 
for saxving was great. 


As we neared Ashland we found 


the scenery quite romantic. 
The 


scenery along Bad River is wild in- 
deed. It is a crooked stream, the 
road crossing it 17 times in nine 
miles. 
It is full of rapids and dan- 


gerous xvhirlpools and subject to sud 
den overflows. 
It is well named 


"Bad River." 
You xvill readily see 


that manj bridges are required to 
cross this stream. 


Ashland is situated on a plateau 


about :M) feet above the level of the 
lake, on the south shore of Chequam- 
egon Bay. 
The town stretches along 


the shore for about txvo miles. 
It 


has a fine harbor; the village is most 
beautifully located: weather is al- 
ways cool and the air pure. 
The 


warmest day we have had since our 
arrival was 73 degrees, the coolest 65. 
Every night xve have slept under a 
blanket and comfort. We are most 
pleasantly situated at Chequarnegon 
Hotel, having rooms fronting ou the 


bay. 
The hotel fronts the bay, and

S, Wis., Aug. 15. 
OIIP of 


the most violent storm's ever known 
in this section passed over this city 
last night. 
Ram commenced to fall 


at 8 p. ni., and continued until an 
early hour this morning. 
The heav- 


ens were oue glare of continuous 
Jight, and clap after clap of thunder 
followed each oilier in rapid succes 
&ion, rain falling in a perfect deluge. 
The storm came from the southwest, 
and seems to have been conlined to 
a section of country about twenty- 
five miles in extent, reaching from 
Mazomauie to a few miles eaht of 
Madison. 
In the Black Earth valley 


the storm was particularly severe. A 
cloud seemed to burst near Cross 
Plains, deluging the whole valley. 
The Black Earth creek lose with 
such rapidity that two freight trains 
and the eastern passenger reaching 
that station about the same time 
were afraid to go further, and as 
subsequent events proved, this pre- 
caution was a wise one, for in less 
than half an hour the rushing waters 
carried away a fifty-foot bridge just 
east of the station, and in an hour 
carried away another bridge just 
west of the station, sweeping nine 
freight cars, which were attached to 
one of the freight trains und stand 
ing on the bridge from lack of room 
on the switch and main track, off on 
to the field near by. Snperintenent 
Collins, who arrived at 1 ]>. in., im 
mediately set to work to repaii dam 
ages, and has*a large force hard at 
work, and will clear the truck as soon 
as possible, probably by to morrow 
morning. 
The passengers on No. 4 


are being well taken care of, and will 
probably reach this city this after 
noon. 
Much damage has been done 


to crops in the course of the <-tuim, 
but the extent of country reached !>} 
the storm cannot be large.

Little, a well known member of the 
old James Gang, was arrested here 
to-day at noon by a United States 
Marshal, charged'with complicity in 
the robbery of the United States 
Fax-master at Mussel Shoals, Ala., 
March 11, 1881. 
The amount taken 


was $3,200, and it is supposed the 
robbery was perpetrated by Jesse 
Jameb, William Kyttn (who is now 
serving a twenty-five years' sentence 
for train robbery), and Dick Little. 
Little asserts his inuoceuce, uud says 
he can prove that his arrest is the 
xvork of surviving members of the 
James gang, who have a grudge 
against him for the information he 
gave the officers, which led to the 
breaking up of the gang. 


BOSTON, August 15.—The Herald 


says- The extended drought in Mas-
